We respectfully submit the following report of the Free 
Public Library for the year ending February 15, 1916: 

Number of books in the library, not including public 
documents, 2,892. 

One hundred and ninety-eight new books have been pur- 
chased, eleven of which were to replace some that had been 
in the library nearly ever since it was first established and 
had become so badly worn that they were no longer fit to be 
given out. Rev. Daniel McIntire kindly donated three 
books and George Thomas one, which makes the total 
number added 191. 

At the town meeting held in March, 1915, the citizens 
generously voted to raise an additional sum of seventy-five 
dollars to be appropriated to the library, by so doing the 
public have had better service as the library has been open 
for distribution of books Tuesday and Saturday afternoons 
of each week also on Saturday evenings. As we had more 
money we have been able to purchase a larger number of 
books, care being exercised to procure good reading for all 
who patronize this institution. 

The love of reading may truthfully be said to be an in- 
herited trait among us New Englanders and it is now an 
exception not to find in nearly every New Hampshire town 
a collection of books for public use. ‘‘The Library is the 
people’s college,” therefore seek its opportunities and 
enjoy the riches it holds out to you in your own way.

We have tried to hire the best available teachers, have 
made the houses as comfortable as their condition would 
admit, given equal privileges to all so far as practicable, 
made such suggestions to teachers and scholars as the occa- 
sion seemed to demand, and expended the money intrusted 
to our care economically; we may have made mistakes, to 
dosois human. We have learned, as did our predecessors, 
that the school board’s ways are not always ‘‘ ways of pleas- 
antness nor paths of peace.”
